Both sides had done their utmost to 
secure every available vote. Mr. 
Balfour, former opposition leader,

The announcement of the figures 
showing -an increased majority oc- | 
casioned enthusiastic demonstrations 
on the government side, and the 
Prime Minister was given a great 
ovation on leaving the House with his 
wife and daughter by the crowd that 
assembled outside.

SANE TARIFF REVISION. 


The tariff legislation recommended 
by the President contemplates a sci- 
entific method for a revision of the 
tariff, schedule by schedule, by the 
application -of economic principles to 
facts and conditions asce 
verified by an impartial and non-par- 
tisan expert examination.

what principle did the Prime Minister 
justify forcing the acceptance of the 


bill on Ulster. 

In conclusion, the opposition lead- 
er said that the government never 
could carry the bill through unless 
it was first submitted to the judgment 
of the country. ‘ 

Premier Asquith wound up the de- 
bate for the government in a force- 
ful speech, which aroused great en- 
thusiasm on the part of his support- 
ers. No serious attempt, he said, 
had been made by the opposition to 
meet the argument with which he 
opened the discussion—the character 
and persistence of the Irish demand. 
Had ‘this demand been made under 
similar conditions by any community 


of their own race throughout the.em- 


pire there was not a man on either 
side who would not say that it was 
entitled to consideration. 

A demand so persistent, continued 
the Prime Minister, was one to wv hich 
a democratic Parliament in these 
days was bound to yield. If the Irish 
vote were eliminated in the House of 
Commons, there still would be a ma- 
jority of 60 or 60 for home rule. 

‘Referring’ to the Ulster threats, 
Mr. Asquith said he believed the 
British people to be just and generous. 
They detested intolerance and per- 
secution in any form, but they were 
not the people to be frightened out 
of what they believed to be just by 
language of intimidation. The gov- 
ernment had asked repeatedly what 
further safeguards were desired, but 
the only answer of the opposition was 
that they would receive from Ulster 
nothing but unyielding and uncom- 
promising resistance. 

Dealing with the safeguards, the 
Premier said that if the Irish Parlia- 
ment passed acts transcending the 
bounds that the government had set, 
these acts became void. No one was 
bound to obey them; no one could be 
punished for disobeying them. The 
bill was final in the sense that it was 
the settlement of a i long-standing 
warfare, but no one claimed for it 
that there might not be a necessity 
hereafter to modify some of its pro- 
visions. 

In con¢lusion, Premier Asquith said 
the claim of Treland was a para- 
mount urgency, because there was 
no part of the United Kingdom to 
which the Imperial Parliament owed 
so long and so deep a debt.

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BERMEJILLO (Mex) May 9.— 
Skirmishing between the vanguard of 
Gen. Orosco's army and the Federals 
under Gen. Huerta continued for 
hours today through a cyclone of wind 
and dust on the desert plains in front 
of Torreon, the objective pofnt of the 
rebels. 

Operating from Escalon as a base 
where Gen. Orozco and his ‘staff are 
stationed, the liberal forces contin- 
ued today to tighten their cordon 
around the heavily-garrisoned and 
fortified Federal outposts at Berme- 
jilo and Mapimi, both towns being 
less than twenty miles from Torreon. 

While much skirmishing has been 
in progress, no battle had been fought 
up to 5 o'clock tonight, the rebels re- 
fusing to be drawn from their posi- 
tions. There was hardly an hour in 
the day, however, that the liberals did 
not feint at some point to coax the 
entrenched Federals into the open, but 
the latter refused to take the bait. 

In the meantime Gen. Orozco 
massed his men and got them into 
positions where his artillery could sup- 
port them. By the bringing up of

the exercise of the taxing power in 
connection with big corporations do- 
ing an interstate business; the ap- 
pointment of a commission to frame 
measures that do away with the evils 
of overcapitalization and of improper 
and‘ excessive issues of stocks and 
bonds; the law providing for publici- 
ity of campaign expenses, the estab- 
lishment of the maximum and mini- 
mum tariff provisions, and the ex- 
ceedingly able negotiation of the 
Canadian and other treaties in ac- 
cordance therewith: the inaugura- 
tion of the policy of providing for a 
disinterested revision of tariff sched- 
ules through a high-class commission 
of experts which will treat each 
schedule purely on its own merits, 
with a view to protecting the con- 
sumer from excessive prices and to 
securing the American producer and 
especially the American wageworker 
that will represent the difference of 
cost in production here as compared 
with the cost of production in coun- 
tries where labor is less liberally re- 
warded; the extension of the laws 
regulating safety appliances for the 
protection of labor; the creation of a 
bureau of mines—these and similar 
laws, backed up by executive action, 
refiect high credit upon all who suc- 
ceeded in putting them in their pres- 
ent shape upon the statute books. 
They represent an earnest of the 
achievement whioh f* yet to come

Mr. Roosevelt has given no coher- 
ent reason for changing this his just 
appraisement of Mr. Taft's character 
and qualifications.

This involves a new conception by 
Mr. Roosevelt of the cohesive prin- 
ciples by which the States are bound 
together to constitute this Union ot 
Siates known as the United States of 
America. { 

We heard much of a new national- 
ism prior to 1861. It was also pre- 


nature of the Union. Its fundamental 
weakness was that some States 
claimed the right to destroy 
Union by separating themselves from 
the Union. That issue was decided 
by the most tragic war of modern 
times—a war that carried grief into 
a million American homes. 

The new nationalism of Mr. Roose- 
velt represents the other extreme. It 
is as violent an assault upon the au- 
tonomy of the States as the new na- 
tionalism of 1861 was upon the in- 
tegrity of the Union. 

Who dares prophesy that the peo- 
ple—the patient, undemonstrative 
people, who occupy the hills and 
vales, the villages and towns, that 
stretch across the vast expanse of the 
continent, whose full voice is never 
heard except in great crises—will 
not, when aroused to the danger of 
the substantial loss of independent 
Statehood, at as great a cost, defend 
the States as they did the Union? 

OFFICE SOUGHT MAN. 

All know that Mr. Taft did not 
seek the Presidency of the republic. 
He had passed many years ia the ad- 
ministration of justice. The judicial 
post was more agreeuble to him than 
any other; and had he consulted am- 
bition or his comfort he would have 
continued in the judicial department, 
yet twice he left it for the executive 
side of government and each time it 
was in response to the call of duty. 

When the grave responsibility was 
cast upon President McKinley of pro- 
viding a government for the Philip- 
pine Islands that would wisely meet 
the necessities of an alien people of 
mixed races—all warlike, few of 
whom understood our plan wf wzov- 
ernment or our idexs of 
put under microscopic test the capa- 
ble men of our country to whom he 
could safely commit the power of 
governing such people justly and his 
choice for that post of almost un- 
limited power was William Howard 
Taft. 

With what wisdom and fidelity Mr. 
Taft met these responsibilities let the 
record of his great services speak. 
Whether in our government's rela- 
tions to those subject peoples, or in 
regulating their relations with for- 
eign governments, or in arbitrating 
questions of magnitude between them 
and religious bodies which had ac- 
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quired rights in the Phill

hibited the wisdom, patience, and 


sense of justice which attest the real 
statesman. 

Mr. Taft is the same wise, patient 
man today that he has always been.

His public life has been open 
and in the sight of all.

When the veterans* assembled to- 
day interest in the election of a com- 
mander-in-chief had reached fever 
heat. Gen. Irvine Walker of Charles- 
ton, who became commander at the 
death of Gen. Gordon last fall, Gen. 
Van Sant of Texas, and Gen. Young 
were the candidates. 
A detachment of militia surrounded 
the hall and only actual delegates 
were permitted to remain. 
The adjutant-general also stationed 
men throughout the hall to keep the 
delegates in their seats when the vot- 
ing began. 
Commander Walker announced that 
he would not permit a repetition of 
the occurrences of yesterday and 
Tuesday night, when disorder of the 
audiences made it necessary to ad- 
journ two sessions. 7 | 
After the withdrawals of Gens. 
Walker and Van Sant from the 
race for Commandér-in-Chief, Gen. 
Young's election was made unani- 
mots. Gen. Walker was elected 
honorary Commander-in-Chief. He 
announced that he would withdraw 
rather than promote a spirited con- 
test in the ranks of the old soldiers. 
The parade of 16,000 old soldiers, 
which was viewed by 50,000 spec- 
tators, Was too much for some of the 
veterans, who dropped out and were 
cared for by ambulance corps.

It Is Pointed Out that Interests of Two Children Are 
in Conflict as Son Gets More Than Daughter; and 
Another Possible Defect Is the Financial I nducement

probate. . The surrogate will have 
power to pase on the legality of all 
sections of the will, and may in his 
aiserétion reject it in whole or in part. 
qr admit it in its entirety. This ex- 
planation of the surrogate’s powers 
was made today by an official of the 
surrogate’s court. 

The surrogate’s ald pointed out that 
the interests of the minors in this case 
conflict, as Vincent Astor gets a larger 
share than his sister, Miss Muriel. 
This fact alone would prevent the sur- 
rogate from appointing Mrs. Ava Will- 
ing Astor guardian for both children. 

Another paint involved in the pro- 
bate of the will was said to be the 
great money inducement offered to the 
second Mrs. Astor not to remarry. 
In previous wills attacked in this 
State for provisions which penalized 
the remarriage of widows, the wid- 
ows were women of mature years, it 
was said. 

The courts have uniformly held, it 
was said, that provisions penalizing 
the marriage of children are void, as 
contrary to public policy. The same 
grounds would apply, it was thought, 
to a young widow. To upset this pro- 
vision of the Astor will would give 
Mrs. Madeline Talmage Force Astor 
the income from the $5,000,000 and 
the Fifth-avenue mansion willed to 
her, as a life. interest without restric.

OBTAINED NEWS FROM 
WHITE STAR OFFICES. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMBS.) 

WASHINGTON, May %.—The Ti- 
tanic inquiry was opened by the Sen- 
ate Investigating Committee today, to 
permit testimony by Maurice L. Far- 
rell of New York City, managing news 
editor of Dow, Jones & Company. Sev- 
eral affidavits and letters were read 
into the record, including a statement 
of Dr. F. C. Quitsrau of Toronto, a 
passenger on the steamer Mt. Tem- 
ple. 

Senator William Alden Smith of 
Michigan, chairman of the sub- 
committee, was alone jn questioning 
Mr. Farrell, who was called to throw 
light on reports circulated Monday, 
April 15, before the night dispatches 
showed the appalling extent of the ac- 
cident. 

Mr. Farrell said the information 
they sent out was all virtually from 
the \Vhite Star steamship offices, eith- 
er from Mr. Franklin, the vice-presi- 
dent; of the White Star line, or his 
subordinate officers. 

„ Mr. Smith read from a dispatch 
which stated that a “dispatch received 
from Halifax reports that all of the 
passengers of the Titanic left the 
> Cd after 3:30 o’clock this morn- 
ng 


Mr. Farrell identified 75 memo- 
randum, accompanying this dispatch 
dated 8:58 a.m., which he said was 
received from the Boston News: 
bureau, the Boston correspondent of 
the company. 

“Did you attempt to verify this at 
the White Star office?” asked Senator 
Smith. 

“We did. Prior to that we had re- 
ceived from the White Star offices a 
statement somewhat similar to this. It 
was published. in our ticker service at 
8:35 a.m.” 

From the Laffan news bureau Mr. 
Farrell said he had obtained the basis 
for his item that an attempt was be- 
ing made in London to have Lioyds 
reinsure the Titanic’s cargo. 

“Did you attempt fo verify the re- 
port?“ Senator Smith asked. 

“No, sir.“ replied the witness. | 

Didn't you send a reporter to 
Lloyds to substantiate it?” 

“Not that I can recall. 
too busy.” 

The item about 10:30 am., an 
nouncing that the Titanic was head- 
ing for Halifax, Mr. Farrell said, 
was obtained by Reporter Byrne from 
Vice-President Franklin. The item 
at 10:55 a.m., reportihg that the Vir- 
ginian was alongside the Titanic was 
said to have been received by the 
Laffan news bureau. Another was read 
quoting Mr. Franklin as insisting that 
the Titanic was unsinkable. 

The witness read an item published 
at 3:01 p.m. announcing that Vice- 
President Franklin would send a spe- 
cial train to Halifax with twenty- 
three coaches to meet the Titanic pas- 
sengers. The item said this would 
accommodate 710 persons. Mr. Farrell 
said Mr. Franklin gave the informa- 
tion to Reporter Byrne. 8 
“That would seem to indicate that 
Mr. Franklin then, had. information 
as to the actual lows of life and knew! 
then, the survivors were only abeut 
700?" queried Senator Smith. 
‘Taken at its face value, it would 
seem so, but I will state how the 
White Star people explained to me 
the next day.“ 

Mr. Farrell told of having gone to 
the White Star line offices Tuesday. 
He tried to see Mr. Franklin, but was 
met Dy an assistant. 

“I asked him if he had received the 
news of the sinking yesterday,” be- 
gan Mr. Farrell. “He said not until 
about 6 o'clock Monday evening. 1 
replied our reporters had been get- 
ting news from the White Star line 
offices all day Monday te the opposite 
effect. He replied, ‘that wasn't om 
cial.’ We received that from press dis- 
patches, and one place and another, 
and just gave it out.“ 

James A. Hosey, a telegraph op- 
erator at Taunton, Mass., sent an at- 
fidavit saying that between 8 and 11 
o'clock on Monday morning he re- 
ceived “a flash” message stating Ti- 
tanic sunk.”’

is LONG BREACH. May 9.—John F. 
-raig, vice-president of the ship plant 
which bears his name, returned today 


and sealed contract to construct for 
the Hammond Lumber Company a 
new steel steamship, to cost $305.000. 
giving to the shipyard work ahead 
for over a year on contracts tetaling 
approximately $1,000,000. 

The new steamer will be the largest 
yet built by the Craigs, being 305 
feet long, forty-four foot beam and 
twenty-two foot molded depth and will 
have a capacity of 2,500,000 feet of 
lumber. The vessel will be equipped 
with triple expansion engines of 2000 
horse power and also the latest and 
improved devices for handling car- 
goes. Because of the work ahead the 
ship company has been given a year's 
time to launch the steamen The 
Craigs built the General Hubbard for 
the Hammonds and their. satisfaction 
over its construction led to the pres- 
ent contract, which was higher than 
a bid by a Seattle rm. 

Now on the ways almost ready for 
launching is the 300-foot Camino, the 
second vessel built for the Western 
Steam Navigation Company, costing 
$300,000. In a less finished condition 
is the 250-foot steamer of the Long 
Beach Navigation Company, costing

The town of Imperial, which went 
i “wet” at the recent city election, is 
in a quandary as to how to handle 
the liquor situation. Incorporated in 
the deed of every lot in the original 
townsite is a liquor prohibition clause, 
providing that if any intoxicants are 
sold or disposed of in any manner 
on the property, the lot shall revert 
to the original owner. At first it 
was believed that this clause might 
be annulled, but this idea has now 
been given up. 

A Los Angeles brewing concern 
has opened an establishment just out- 
side the limits of the original town- 
site, and is operating under a whole- 
sale license.

Res- 
taurants serving only malt liquors and 
wines are increased from $50 to $75. 
Wholesale liquor dealers are raised 
from $75 to $125 a month and brew 
eries from $75 to $150. 

These sweeping changes in the 
regulation of liquor licenses result 
from a demand by hotel and restaur- 
ant keepers that they be allowed to 
serve distilled liquors and mixed 
drinks with meals. ‘There are 55 
retail liquor saloons in San Diego. 
Under the new classification, they will 
pay into the cigy treasury, $8250 a 
month. Six wholesale liquor houses 
will pay $750 a, month. Only one 
brewery is now in operation. Another 
is building. Twenty restaurants now 
hold licenses to serve beer, ale and 
wine. A number of these are ex- 
pected to ask for a license to serve 
spirits and mixed drinks. 

The ordinance was recommended 
to the council in a message from 
Mayor James E. Wadham. Every 
member of the council,,except Fay, 
who is ill, voted tor it. The 
ordinance becomes effective June 8.

The manufacture of linen goods for the 
markets of the world—especially for the 
American market—has been for many 
years extensively carried on in Belfast, 
Ireland. | 

Several of the manufacturers, about the 
year 1886, combined and erected a large 
factory in Paterson, N. J. They equipped 


used in Belfast. They assisted skilled 
workmen to come to this country and gave 
them employment in the New Jersey fac- 
tory. These men received higher wages 
than had been paid them in Ireland. They 
were thrifty, industrious and economical. 
They had, in time, savings bank deposits ag 
gregating a large sum. They were enabled 
te own their own homes. Their condition 
in life was improved. They evidenced their 
appreciation of their opportunities by be- 
coming naturalized as American citizens, 
and then—impelied by latent and inatinc- 
tive idiocy—they voted the Democratic 
ticket. They owed their prosperity to the 
Republican doctrine of protection, and yet 
they voted to overthrow that doctrine. They 
were not exceptionally ignorant, and by 
what strange distortion of intellect they 
were led to cast their ballots for free trade 
doctrines cannot be conjectured.

The 
example of the Adamites during the Hus 
site wars in Germany, and of the Perfec- 
tionists of Oneida, where all the male mem- 
bers were married to all the female mem- 
bers, was not an example that inspired the 
antipodeans to follow it. Neither did the 
sturdy Anglo-Saxons of New Zealand take 
kindly to the socialism of enforced celibacy, 
as preached and to some extent. practiced 
by the Shakers and the Harmonists. 
Socialism in the cities of New Zealand 
simply means that directing ability and 
muscle have changed places and that labor- 
unionism rules. Labor fixes its own wages 
by law and makes the law. Private capital 
has quietly slipped out of investment in 
public utilities, leaving the state to “hold 
the bag,” and at last accounts there was 
very little in the bag. 
Our Arizona neighbors would do well to 
take warning from New Zealand, consult 
their common sense and vote down the 
Worseley constitutional amendment which 
authorizes the State to embark in manu- 
facturing, mining and transportation. The 
undeveloped natural resources of Arizona 
offer as inviting a field for capital and en- 
ergy as ever tempted human ambition and 
cupidity. But no man who has wit enough 
to keep out of an asylum for the demented 
will consent either to be peoned to 
State or to engage in competition with f 
and if the Worsley amendment shall be rat- 
ified by the people he must submit to one 
or the other of these alternatives or keep 
his money and his muscles out of Arizona

Today 
there still sticks with Packy that 
same desire to lead in his chosen line 
of endeavor. 

“I will be lightweight champion of 
the world one of these days,“ said 
Packy a few days ago. “But while I 
am waiting for that advancement I 
am making all the money I can out 
of the fighting game. Fighting is my 
business, and I go thfough with it in 
just the same way that any other man 
does with his business. There is money 
in it. and that is why I am in it. 
is not because I have any particular 
love for fighting. When I have made

enough out of fighting I will retire | 
| from the game and devote my time to 


other things.” 

Packy had one ambition, and a 
laudable one, a few years ago. That 
Was to earn enough money from 
fighting before he was 21 years old 
to purchase & home for his parents 
in Chicago. He accomplished that 
ambition. He says he also will ac- 
complish his ambition to become 
lightweight champion of the world. 
Time will answer that question. 

In the makeup of the Chicago light- 
weight there is much that is unlike 
other pugilistic performers.

The. writer has seen him in battles 
where he had the other fellow out- 
classed, and when a little easing up 
could do no damage. But when Packy 
MeFariand lets up he doesn’t forget 
the protective side of fighting, and it's 
as certain as law and tdxes that his 
opponent isn’t going to do any dam- 
That's where the sympathy 
comes into play, but it isn’t every 
fighter that can control ring situa- 
tions the way McFarland can. 

There is no place to McFarland 
like Chicago, where he was born on 
November 1, 1888. He first attended
